STANTIAL SALE TRISTARS FOR CIVIL AIR USE.) WE HAVE 
ADVISED HIM TO CALL ON SCOTES PRIOR TO MEETING, WHICH 

HE WILL DO. 

3. SYRIAN INTEREST IN US MILITRY TRANSPORT PLANES (OR 

SYRIAN THINKING THAT DEVELOPMENTS ARE SUCH THAT US AUTHORIZATION 
OF SALE OF SUCH EQUIPMENT MIGHT BECOME FEASIBLE) OBVIOUSLY 
SIGNIFICANT. WOULD SEEM ADVISABLE THEREFORE FOR SOME 
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SORT OF LATEST GUIDANCE TO REACH USINT DAMASCUS BY TIME
